HOUSTON (UPI) — The administrator of the Environ­ 
mental Protection Agency Thursday said the nation’s sixth 
largest city has one of the worst hydrocarbon air pollution 
problems in the country.

— Huge whooping cranes 
flew in such great flocks 
ages ago that they darkened 
the sun. 
The few now in existence 
are barely enough to cast a 
fleeting shadow as they wing 
their way from the tropical 
Texas coast to the wilds of 
northern Canada. 
But researchers at 
the 
Matagorda Island Aransas 
Wildlife Refuge are hopeful 
that the paltry number — 
latest count shows 73 exist in 
North America, 24 of which 
are 
in 
captivity 
at 
a 
Maryland red search station 
— will increase thanks to a 
new hatching program in 
Gray Lake, Idaho. 
“ We’re taking whooping 
crane eggs to the sandhills of 
Idaho where they go through 
a 
natural 
incubation 
period,” explained Aransas 
Refuge 
M anager 
Frank 
Johnson. The program is 
promising. 
So far, nine whoopers have 
been hatched. Johnson said 
foster parent birds seem to 
be caring for the new young. 
He said scientists were 
excited last spring when a 
baby whooper was hatched 
naturally in captivity at the 
Patuxent. 
Md, research 
center. But the excitement 
was shortlived. The baby 
died in June. 
The whooping crane is one 
of 
the 
largest 
of 
North 
America’s native birds. It 
stands five feet tall, with a 
red-crowned head and white, 
black-tipped wings. 
During migration the birds 


fly high in the air, with their 
long necks and legs ex­ 
tended, on wings with a 
seven-foot span. They signal

Although whoopers were 
found

Tied with Nicklaus at 67, a 
shot back, were Hale Irwin, 
who usually plays well on the 
tough courses, and Bob 
Dickson, who hasn’t been 
playing 
well 
anywhere 


lately. 
Three more players came 
in with two under 68s — 
Brian Allin, Jim Wiechers 
and Mike Wynn. Back in the 
pack came many of the 
notables competing in this 
event 
which players and 
officials alike hope to make 
one of the world’s major 
championships. 
Gary Player and Arnold 
Palmer stayed fairly close 
with 71s, but at 73 came Billy 


rasper, Gene Littler, British 
Open champion Tom Watson 
and last week’s Hartford 
winner Don Bies. 
Another Who’s Who ap­ 
peared in the 75 slot — Tom 
Weiskopf, Lee Trevino and 
Bruce Crampton.
